Consider 
ation will be given to the present- 
ation of a brief based on these re- 
sults to the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee of Veteran's Affairs— which 
Is now sitting in Ottawa to rec- 
ommend changes in rehabilitation 
legislation. '

ing the legislature", said the Pres. 
ident of the Society, "and such 
factual evidence as would be con' 
tained in a brief, should help to 
support their case."

Isaac Stern, Concert Guest Artist 
Is Sportsman and Antique-hunter 

USO Tours Bring Him Far and Wide, Providing Oppor- 
tunities for Seal-hunting, Cod-fishing, and Violin' 
chasing; Will Play at RVC on Dec. 3 



Isaac Stern, violinist, will be the 
guest artist at the second in the 
series of winter Subscription Con- 
certs to be held on Monday, De- 
cember 3, at R.V.C. -He is to re- 
peat the. program he is giving at 
McGlll at a performance in Carne- 
gie Hall a week later. 

Mr. Stern has done more than his 
share of globe-trotting. He has 
been on USO tours in the South 
Pacific, In Hawaii, and in lonely 
outposts of northern Canada, Green- 
land and Iceland. In his occasional 
leisure moments while he was up 
north, he went seal hunting. He 
was equipped with a parka, rifle, 
dog sleds, and even a- frozen bay 
off Labrador. Only one thing was 
missing— seals. He had better luck 
when he was cod fishing off Green- 
land, where, as Mr. Stern puts It, 
"The fish fought to get on mv 
hook," and In three-quarters of an 
hour he pulled In 300 pounds of 
cod— a record of which any fisher- 
man can be proud. 



Another favourite occupation of 
Mr. Stern is violin-hunting through 
pawnshlps, on the pretext of look- 
ing for a Guadagninl or Stradi- 
varius. Once in Chicago, a number 
of curious reporters followed him 
on one of these expeditions. Mr. 
Stern entered a shop posing as an 
Innocent who wished to begin vio- 
lin lessons, and asked to sec an in- 
expensive violin. The proprietor 
showed him one in a battered con- 
dition. Mr. Stern put it awkwardly 
to his chin and produced some of 
the most appalling sounds the 
newspapermen had ever heard. 
Suddenly, he climaxed his perfor- 
mance by breaking into a difficult 
cadenza which he played at whirl- 
wind speed. The pawbrokcr was

Former Lieutenant . 
Will Speak Friday 
In Union Grill Room 

Mr. W. Gordon McCutcheon, a 
prominent leader of the L.P.P. In 
Quebec, will speak on "the program 
and policies of the Labor-Progres- 
sive Party" In the Union Grill 
Room, Friday, at 5 p.m. under the 
auspices of the McGlll L.P.P. Club. 

Mr. McCutcheon enlisted in the 
Canadian Army In 1942, and ob- 
tained his commission as Lieuten- 
ant in the Canadian Armoured 
Corps the following year. He Is 
well known to students residing 
near the campus as the L.P.P. can- 
didate for St Lawrencc-St George 
Constituency. 

An antl-FascIst, Mr. McCutcheon 
worked to awaken Canadians to the 
dangers of Fascist aggression, and 
In 1038 he became Montreal Chair- 
man of the League for Peace and 
Democracy. In this organization he 
devoted his time to promote a pol- 
icy of collective security of the 
Western Allies with the Soviet 
Union in order to crush the rising 
power of the Fascist Powers. 

Having recently been discharged 
from the Canadian Army, Mr. Mc- 
Cutcheon has become a member of 
the Montreal Executive Committee 
of the L.P.P.

McGill Incorporates 
Social Work School 

The Montreal School of Social 
Work, incorporated Into McGill 
University last month for an ex- 
perimental period of five years, 
has been placed in the Faculty of 
Arts and Science, it was announced 
yesterday. 

Professor J. P. Day, Chairman of 
the Social Science Group, has been 
named head bf the School 

McGlll will award to students 
graduating during the experiment- 
al period "a suitable diploma or 
degree, whichever may be decided 
upon", although academic require- 
ments of the course have not yet 
been fixed. The trustees of the 
school, under their agreement with 
the university, will undertake fin- 
ancial responsibility for its oper- 
ation "on at least its present 
standard." 



Liquor Problem 
Subject of Poll 
At U. of Vermont 

Restriction Unjustified, 
Not Problem's Solution 
Is Majority Opinion 

Nov. 21. _ (CUP Exchange) - 
"What is your opinion of the Uni- 
versity's method of dealing with 
the liquor problem?" was the 
question asked in a poll held re- 
cently at the University of Ver- 
mont In the main, the students 
questioned shared the opinion that 
restrictions Imposed by the Uni- 
versity authorities on undergradu- 
ates who were over 21 were un- 
justified and unlikely to solve the 
problem. 

However, they also agreed that 
the University should enforce the 
state law prohibiting the sale of 
liquor to minors by refusing to 
allow them to drink while in any 
part of the University or attending 
any University functions. 

At Queen's University, most stu- 
dents are of the same opinion, ac- 
cording to a survey taken by the 
Journal Institute of Student Opin- 
ion. Most of those in favor of

Although fraternities were criti- 
cized as centres of racial and re- 
ligious discrimination, their aboli- 
tion was not proposed in the dis- 
cussions, as, according to campus 
opinion, these organizations can fol- 
low the purpose of brotherhood.

Pax Romana Delegation Arrives 
Headed by Prof. Ruiz-Gimenez 

Organization Founded for Purpose of Promoting In- 
ternational Goodwill Among Universities; 
Aid Asked for Reconstruction

From half-way across the globe, 
passing through many foreign 
countries, and finally arriving at 
McGlll University yesterday, came 
delegation from Pax Romana, 
headed by Professor Rulz-Gimenez 
Pax Romana is an organization 
founded for the purpose of promot- 
ing International good-will among 
the universities of the world. Now 
that the war is over, Its functions 
are increasingly important, and it 
wlU play a vital role in the educa- 
tional program of the post-war era. 

"We need the help of Canadian 
universities. We must have it" 
said Professor Ruiz-Glmencz in an 
interview with the Daily yesterday. 
He went on to explain the object 
of the trip and the aims of the or- 
ganization. "We are here for a. two- 
fold purpose," he said. Elaborating 
on this point he stated that recon- 
struction work: In the universities, 



ruined at the hands of the invad- 
ing enemy in the* war, cannot be 
carried out without a great deal of 
tangible aid from the more for- 
tunate people of the world. 

"But it is not only material help 
that we desire." went on Profes- 
sor Rulz-Gimenez. "The need for 
spiritual aid is almost as great for 
without encouragement we can ac- 
complish little." 

The Pax Romana Is holding a 
congress to commemorate the anni- 
versary of the death of Father Vic- 
toria. This event will take place 
sometime around Easter, and all 
the universities will be invited to 
attend. . 

Concluding the interview, Pro- 
fessor Ruiz-Glmencz stated. "The 
Pax Romana strives to Increase un- 
derstanding among the students of 
all nations, and, above all, to estab- 
lish peaceful collaboration- among 
all universities."

Students to Aid 
Formulation of 
New Program 



The annual conference of the 
National Federation of Canadian 
University Students will be held 
this year here at McGilL In order 
to give the students of the Univer- 
sity an opportunity to participate 
in the formulation of the Confer- 
ence program, and to provide our 
delegate, Jack Pye, with a body of 
information to take with him to the 
conference, the Students' Executive 
Council is organizing a prelimi- 
nary conference along the lines of 
last year's "Cnaada and the Post- 
war World." 

Panel discussions are planned, 
dealing with a number of topics 
that the students of McGill feel 
should be discussed by the 
N.F.C.U.S. These panel commltttees 
will start meeting on Monday, 
November 28, and will submit their 
reports two weeks later to a gen- 
eral assembly of the student body. 

"In order to ensure a successful 
Conference, the wholehearted co- 
operation of all the students at the 
University Is essential," stated the 
Vice-President of the N.F.C.U.S. 
committee of the Students' Execu- 
tive Council. "AU clubs and soci- 
eties," he continued; "are asked to 
send one official representative to 
each one of the panel committees In 
which they are interested." Al- 
though all the panel discussions will 
be open to the whole student body, 
these official representatives wlU 
be the nucleus of the panel com- 
mittee.

The N.F.C.U.S. met annually 
from 1926, when it was founded, 
until 1939 when it ceased of its 
own volition to function for the 
duration of the war. It was reor- 
ganized last year because of a feel- 
ing that this organization was an 
excellent medium for the expres- 
sion of student thought and action 
in the whole field of post-war re- 
construction.

(Ed. Note— The following is the first in a 
series of editorials to be devoted to a discussion 
of the problems and aims of the National Fed' 
eration of Canadian University Students, ' 

During fivo long war years the National Fed- 
eration of Canadian University Students was 
entirely inactive. Last Christmas a meeting of 
the Executive Council of the Federation was 
held in London, Ontario, to lay the basis for the 
post-war work of NFCUS.' Today, the'first post- 
war conference of that body has become an 
actuality. 

Before, examining the plans of the Federa- 
tion, it might bo well to reiterate briefly the ob- 
jects and functions of a national students' organ- 
isation. As outlined in its constitution whioh 
was amended and brought up to date at last 
year's meeting, the NFCUS was founded to' 
"promote in every way possible a better under- 
standing among all students, a greater degreo 
of co-operation between' all Canadian Univer- 
sities for the promotion of national interests and 
to provide a means for dovoloping international 
relationships with student groups in other coun- 
tries." The Federation is administered by an 
Executive Council consisting of one official rep- 
resentative from eaoh member university, ap- 
point annually by the constituent organisations. 

The functions outlined in the constitution 
would obviously cover all those student activities 
and problems which Canadian Universities have 
in common, and which can be settled by united 
action. 

Since last years' conference necessarily occu- 
pied itself mainly with amending of the NFCU8 
constitution, and since the next conference is the 
first post-war meeting of that body, it is most 
important that the delegates from all member- 
umverpities attend the conference with informa- 
tion and data whioh will permit them to repre- 
sent their constituents adequately. Last year the 
question which faoed students from coast to 
coast was; what is. goiqg to be done with a na- 
tional students' union? Now, after the decision 
has been reached that NFCUS will not only bo 
revived, but that with the, added problem of 
Veterans' Rehabilitation Canadian Universities 
have every reason to work together,- the ques- 
tions which requires urgent settlement is: how 
ara we going to. make sure that NFCUS really 
achieves something? 

The first steps in that direction have already 
been taken by our Students' Executive Council. 
Last years' delegates to the conference has been 
reappointed to represent McGill once more. And 
organising committee has been set up by the 
Counoil, This committee, chaired by the McGill 
NFCUS representative, is planning to hold a 
series of panel discussions next week. Approval 
Of the reports drawn up by these discussion 
groups will then be sought from the student body 
at a general meeting, and our delegate will then 
attend the conference equipped with a good stock 
of material. The Council's committee has divid* 
ed the subjects for discussion into four groups: 
a) The NFCUS Constitution, b) Educational 
Opportunities and Facilities, c) Veterans' Re* 
habilitation, d) National Unity. 

It might appear there are many other sub* 
jocta which could and should be discussed by 
students and by the NFCUS, subjects such as 
student government and exohange scholarships; 
but at any rate a beginning has been made l>y 
the suggestions from our committee. It is most 
important that these and any other topics are 
given careful thought, for the federation must 
reflect our viewpoints and projects, and conse- 
quently we must take a most aotivc part in the 
planning and establishment of its course. Tlio 
pages of The Daily will at «II times be open for 
discussion of any questions concerning NFCUS. 
Subsequent editorials will deal with individual 
topics as they are outlined above.

WANTED ... 

An International 
Conscience 

By ENID BETCHERMAN 
"I am a native of Hsuchow, Kiangsu Province. I 
used to study in Hsuchow Middle School before the 
war broke out. My school was destroyed by airplanes. 
I was forced to leave. A month later I arrived at 
Hankow, the "Chicago" of China, with a friend. When 
I began to lead the life of a vagabond. For three 
months I spent my dayi and nights In agony. At 
last there was a chance that I might study at Tung- 
Jen, a distance of about one thousand miles. Our 
bodies were very weak, and we had a hard time on 
the 'road. Once I had no money, so I sold my clothes 
and a watch, given mo by my mother, for five dol- 
lars. I lived on it for ten days. The last day of 
our Journey I had only ten cents In my pockets. I 
ate two pieces of bread and drank water by the 
mountain path. 

Two years later I came to Kweiyang and entered 
the Medical College as a student of sanitary engin- 
eering. Our life is very hard. We cat only vegetables. 
We have no good class rooms and no lamps to study 
with. Every day from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. we must be 
ready for air attacks. We have no text-books, not 
even note books. Despite all this, our students are 
studying very hard." 

This is a letter from a student at Kweiyang, 
China. It illustrates In part the striking difference 
between university life war-ravaged countries, and 
university life in Canada. It illustrates the immen- 
sity of the task that is before us,— that of student 
rehabilitation. 

Now that the war is over, the biggest job of all 
lies ahead of us: the reconstruction of university 
life is a far greater task than relief to groups of stu- 
dents. To do this job, a great deal of money is need- 
ed from the fortunate itudents of tho world, for those 
in liberated countries. This relief from students to 
students ii carried out through the medium of the 
International Student Service. 

Internatonal Student Service Is a non-sectarian 
and non-political organization with headquarters in 
Geneva which appeals for funds to relieve suffering, 
promote friendship and understanding, and keep 
alive a sense of social responsibility among the stu- 
dents dispossessed by the present wars. 

The funds collected by the I.S.S. from students 
In countries untouched by the war are used for the 
students in war-torn countries in Europe, and In 
China, who are left homeless, without food, without 
clothes, and without books. These funds are used 
for the universities left destitute by the war, their 
buildings ruined, their libraries and equipment de- 
stroyed, and their professors killed or interned. 

The relief work thus administered is essentially a 
student concern. I.S.S. does not make an appeal to 
the general public. Only the support of students en- 
ables this work to go on. 

To the student in every land this money is not 
only the means of preparing himself to help build the 
free world of tomorrow, but also the assurance that 
there are fellow-students in every land who are con- 
fident that there will be such a world and who are 
eager that he should share in the building of it. The 
I.S.S. Is helping him prepare for the future, and cre- 
ating the goodwill that will be essenUal In postwar 
reconstruction. 

At McGill, an I.S.S. Committee has been author- 
ized to carry out an educational and financial cam- 
paign on the campus. If this campaign Is to be suc- 
cessful it must have the complete support that It 
merits from each one of us, This is our generation 
we are aiding. Military victory will be useless If the 
Youth of the world are embittered, disillusioned, and 
physically and mentally Inert. 

With every continent except America ravaged by 
war, the responsibility for raising student relief 
funds rests almost enUrely wth the students of the 
United States and Canada. Here is our opportunity 
to lay the ground-work for intelligent, friendly action 
In the future, If we fall here, our whole struggle 
has been in vain.

Report of the Latest 
N.F.C.U.S. Conference 



The Executive of the N.F.C.U.S. 
met at the University of Western 
Ontario, on December 27-30, 1944. 
The sixteen Universities represent- 
ed, were McGill, ML Allison, Aca- 
dia, Dalhousle, British Columbia, 
Western Ontario, Alberta, Laval, 
Ottawa, McMaster, Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba, Nova Scotia, Tech., St 
Mary's Queen's and Toronto. The 
executive Committee consisted of 
25 members. 

Special sub-commlttces were set 
up to present reports on four ques- 
tions of importance. These were: 

1— RchabilitaUon ana" Assimila- 
tion Problems on the Campus. 

2— Canadian Education Problems 
and Exchange Scholarships. 

3— Changes to N.F.CU.S. Consti- 
tution, i 

4— Military Training and Nation- 
al Selective Service. 

Rehabilitation and Assimilation 
With regarc to the special prob- 
lems of students returning from the 
armed forces, the Committee sub- 
mitted seven proposals, of which 
three were adopted and two amend 
ed. The Conference held that: 

"Veterans who wish to pursue 
studies in courses not given in Can- 
ada .. . shall ... be given permis- 
sion to leave the country with fuU 
allowances." "That provision be 
made of extra grant* (for books 
and equipment) where the student 
requires the extra grant" "That 
direction and help should be given 
veterans . . . through . . . clubs 
which they may form . . . and that 
they could receive tuition by hon- 
our and graduate students." "That 
admittance Into restricted courses, 
such as medicine, should bo made 
on the basis of merit alone." "That 
standing University Committees 
should be formed on each campus, 



with representatives from the fac- 
ulty, student body, veterans and 
Department of Veterans' Affairs, 
where the formation of such a com- 
mittee does not conflict with the 
existing arrangemehts." 
EducaUon and Scholarships 

In the field of Education it was 
recommended that the Exchange 
Scholarship plan should be again 
implemented, as attached to the re* 
port More emphasis .should also 
be given to the social sciences in, 
the pre-universlty training. In spe- 
cial more classes in social sciences 
should be Included in Western high 
school curricula. In the Eastern 
provlncese emphasis In pre-unlver- 
sity training should be given to 
technical subjects. 

Generally, there should be more 
thorough training in English In all 
High Schools, as a large number 
of university students were often 
handicapped by inadequate train- 
ing In grammar and sentence struc- 
ture. All Universities should give 
coursea to veterans, and such 
courses should be started January 
1 and May 1. 

Both professional and vocational 
guidance should be given to stu- 
dents in the lower grades and at 
University. Finally, the Committee 
and the Conference recommended 
that discussion groups should be set 
up on all campuses, "to actively 
participate in national hooks, such 
as Citizens Forum." 
Exchange of Undergraduates, 

The Conference reviewed the 
plan for exchanging undergrad- 
uates, and discussed, difficulties 
arising out of wartime ' conditions. 
The purpose of the plan Is to -per- 
mit especially selected students to 
take one year's university work at 



universities other than the "Home" 
university. The plan has been in 
effect for 12 years. 

Any student mala or female ap- 
plying for study at another uni- 
verslty, must be in the third year 
of study for any year beyond that 
They must return the following 
year to the Home University to 
complete the work for their de- 
gree. Each University may select 
for attendance under the plan, - a 
number of students not exceeding 
one percent of the total itudcnt 
body. All applications must be In 
the hands of tho local Selection 
Committee on or before March 1st. 

The successful candidates will be 
permitted to take a full year's work 
without paying tuition or Student 
Council fees. Each local Students' 
Council will appoint an elecUon 
Committee. All Universities will 
accept candidates in practically 
every faculty except Medicine or 



Dentistry. 

Tho Conference also amended the 
constitution of tho N.F.CU.S.. It 
discussed various difficulties aris- 
ing out of Military Training sched- 
ules on the Camp!, and out of Na- 



tional Selective Service Regula- 
tions. 

In closing, the Conference rec-. 
ommended a number of subjects 
to be discussed at this year's meet- 
ing.

A Dash of Pepper 

It is with some trepidation that 
this columnist approaches the task 
of a literary critic. The title, duly 
awarded to few and abusca by 
many, often reverses the position 
of hare to hound. Thus, in the 
chase, the critic becomes subject 
to the vigorous attacks ot his read- 
ers. 

Why? Precisely this, that when 
the critic sets himself up with 
the Platonic rule of the Absolute 
as a guiding principle he is more 
apt to suffer serious blows than 
if he were tc accept the antitheti- 
cal position ot Aristotle that all 
things arc relative. Seeking 
minimum of abuse, this column 
will take the later stand. 

The views expressed here, con 
cernlng trends in modern lltera 
ture, critical analyses ot current 
fiction, and with an occasional re- 
connaissance flight into the past 
will be subject to that inevitable 
human fallacy of personal pre- 
judice. 

To attain Mathew Arnold's ideal 
of "disinterestedness" is an im- 
possibility. No man is neutral. 
Personal prejudice does not imply 
whether the critic thinks Heming- 
way is great or just a technical 
showoff. Rather it indicates how 
one person, the critic, sees a book 
in relation to tho period during 
which it was written and through 
an understanding of the person 
allty of the author. 

T. S. Elliot in his essay on the 
"Function of Criticism" states that 
the end ot criticism is the "cor- 



rection of taste." This is some- 
what questionable. All that a critic 
can hope to achieve, I believe, is 
a consciousness concerning the art 
of literature. 

Too many of us do not know 
how to read intelligently. We praise 
ourselves on the number of books 
we have read, compare our numeri- 
cal calculations with those of our 
friends, and, if our number out- 
weighs theirs, consider ourselves 
well read and accomplished. 

But ask the individual who has 
read "The Possessed" by Dostoev- 
ski what forces altered the earlier 
revolutionary course of Shatov, and 
I am doubtful ot the quality of the 
reply you will receive. He will 
usually begin by telling you ' the 
plot of the book. 

This "plot disease," indicative of 
our contemporary American mind, 
has been a result ot the techniques 
used by radio and the movies. They 
have tied life up In neat little plot 
packages and the immediate emo- 
tional appeal that must be achieved 
has Infected the American reading 
public 

It seems too painful to attempt 
to discover by contemplation what 
John Dos Passos is driving at when 
he wrote such passages 'as 'The 
Camera's Eye" ... in U.S. and in- 
stead we prefer to read a conden- 
sation of the plot in some popular 
magazine. 

It is not the facts that matter 
but the significance of the facts, 
not the art alone but its relation 
to the organic whole, I.e., man and 
nature.
